DESTROYED. 


Plant ot Libber & Co., Mach Flaa 
lumber Stock and Many Business 
Piece* Destroyed by Fire — Evi¬ 
dently the Work of an Incendi¬ 
ary— Strong; Wind Was Blowing 
. and the Flames Spread With 
Great Rapidity—St. Punl Sent Two 
Engines to Assist in Fighting the 


Hastings, Mini).. Dec. 27.—Christmas 
'at this points was ushered iu by a tire 
which destroyed property valued at 
ibout $200,000. Nearly three blocks of 
buildings in the business |»rtlou of 
town, principally fronting on Vermil¬ 
lion street, were burned. The tire 
broke out in R. C. Libbey & Co.'s saw 
mill, evidently the work of an incen¬ 
diary, and the entire plant, with plan¬ 
ing factories, store houses, lumber of¬ 
fices, sIuhIs, etc., were consumed, at ail 
estimated cost of about $05,000, with 
nominal Insurance on the stock. Over 
1.500.000 feet of upper grade lumber 
was also consumed. A strong north¬ 
west wind was blowing and the flames 
spread rapidly to St. John's hotel, 
owned by John ICleis. and the saloon 
of Ivleis & Grub, both buildings being 
laid in ashes. The Are then swept 
across Second street aud laid low the 
business houses for nearly a block. On 
the west the residence of Mathias 
Renter, two additional store buildings 
of R. C. Libbey & Co., and a tenement 
occupied by Bert Paulson were burned. 
The spnrks finally extended to the 
four-story building of W. R. Mather, 
in the adjoining block to the south, 
which was quickly enveloped in flames, 
and nothing but the walls of the old 
landmark remain. The adjacent dwell¬ 
ing of M. D. Franklin was next to take 
fire and was soon destroyed- The re¬ 
lentless flames then swept forward 
to the blacksmith and paint shop of 
Cavanaugh & Currier, both buildings 
being totally destroyed. Most of the 
itldlngs burned were only partly in¬ 
ured and the loss upon owners will 
fall rather heavily. The flames made 
a brilliant spectacle in the heavens and 
could be seen for miles. 

Mayor Fred Busch wired the mayor 
of St. Paul for aid and as soon as pos¬ 
sible two steamers and supply wagons 
Were sent down aud materially aided 
n subduing the further spread of tliS 
estruetlve flames. The tire was tlie 
worst Hastings has suffered for many 
years. and not only many people are 
thrown out of employment but ren¬ 
dered homeless as well.

FAREWELL TO BROOKE. 

Banquet Tendered to the Derntllf 
Governor General. 

Havana, Dec. 24.—Sixty-five persona 
were present at the farewell banquet 
tendered to Gen. Brooke yesterday at 
the Paris restaurant. Gen. Mario 
Menocnl presided and Mr. Ernest Lee 
Conant acted as toastmaster. Senor 
Llorente, in proposing the health of 
Gen. Brooke, said: 

“Gen. Brooke was called upon to 
govern Cuba under the extremely dif¬ 
ficult conditions of transition from the 
old. narrow system to the new, liberal 
regime, and he did so without injuring 
the rights or any one. Cubans will 
remember him with gratitude and 
love.” 

Maj. Gen. Wood, who spoke briefly 
in response to words of welcome, said: 

“The United States is in Cuba in the 
person of representatives who intend 
to carry out a great work and to fulfil 
strictly 'the promises of the United 
States congress. As for myself I can 
only do what the president has sent 
me to do; but I hope to enjoy the es¬ 
teem and confidence of the Cuban 
people as Gen. Brooke has enjoyed 
them.” 

Gen. Ludlow said: “Those Ameri¬ 
can officials who remain behind may 
count themselves fortunate if. when 
the time comes for them to leave the 
island, they are followed by the re¬ 
spect and good wishes of those whom 
they in turn leave behind ns Gen. 
Brooke Is about to do. The Cubans 
have had no better friends than the 
American officers.” 

Gen. Brooke, responding, said in 
part: “1 shall always remember the 
long hours of toil in Cuba, but I shall 
also ever recall the kindness shown me 
by all Cubans, especially by those who 
realize that the Americans are their 
best friends.” 

Gen. Brooke will leave to-day for 
Tampa. A squadron of the Seventn 
cavalry and a battery of the Second 
artillery, with a band, will escort hint 
from tlie palace to the wharf. A ma¬ 
jor general’s salute will be fired from 
Cabanas as the steamer leaves the har¬ 
bor at 1 o'clock. A governor general’s 
salute will be tired in honor of (Jen. 
Wood. 

CHI I,DREY Bl'RNED TO DEATH. 

Eleven Live* Lost at a Clirlutmu* 
Rehearsal. 

Quincy. Ill., Dec. 24. — While the 
school children of St. Francis' paro¬ 
chial school were rehearsing for an 
entertainment to be given next Tues¬ 
day ’ evening one of their dresses 
caught fire from a gas jot and ten 
minutes later four of them were 
burned to death, two died an hour 
later and five others died before mid¬ 
night. Half a dozen others are badly 
burned. All the dead are between 
nine and eleven years of age. Helen 
Soebbing and several other teachers. 
Father Nicholas and Prof. Frank 
Mushold wete fin in fully burned in try¬ 
ing to save the children. 

The fire ‘started in a little dressing 
room. Three or four little girls were 
there dressing for the rehearsal and 
laughing among themselves. A dozen 
others were grouped in the wings of 
the stage near the foot of the stairs 
descending from the dressing room. 
The girls in the dressing room had 
nearly completed their costumes when 
one of them brushed against the gas 
Jet. A touch of the flame was suf¬ 
ficient. and in an instant her dress of 
cotton whs in a blaze. She screamed 
and ran out of the room, communicat¬ 
ing the blaze ns she ran. One of the 
girls jumped out of a small window 
into the sralrs leading to the stage and 
down the stairs. A flnming torch she 
was as she almost fell down the stairs 
and rushed into the groups of children 
standing In the wings. They were all 
clad like her. In fancy costumes of 
cotton, lace and silk, and the fire 
spread with incredible rapidity from 
one to the oilier. There were fourteen 
Children in the cast of the niristiuns 
entertainment and only a few escaped. 
It was all over in ten minutes, and in 
that time four had perished, seven 
were fatnll.v burned and others more 
or less severely injured. 

INDIANS FOR SHOW. 

Custom Heretofore In Voroc Ha* 

Received n Sadden Quletna. 

Washington. Dec. 24. — A new de¬ 
parture in the policy of the depart¬ 
ment of the interior is emphasized by 
unequivocal refusals which have met 
all recent requests for loans of In¬ 
dians for exhibition purposes. Secre¬ 
tary Hitchcock, aud Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs Jones have determined 
to stop the abuses of the privileges, 
and have so stated in a number of 
communications lately. Mr. Jones said: 
“There will bo no more Indians per¬ 
mitted to leave their reservations for 
Wild West exhibition purposes. They 
canuot secure the consent of the In¬ 
dian bureau for their exhibition, save 
it along the lines showing the prog¬ 
ress of Indian education. The day of 
the department's permitting Indians 
to be let for Wild West shows and 
such affairs is pas). It demoralizes 
the Indians, many of whom would 
dress in citizens’ clothes and other¬ 
wise conform to more civilized ways 
but for the dollars and cents there Is 
In continuing in their customs.” 

FIGHT WITH NEGIIO MOB. 

They Atteiwpt lo Rescue n Prisoner— 
Two N'etsroe* Won mled. 

Newport News. Vn.. Dec. 24.—A mob 
of negroes 1.000 strong attempted to 
take a prisoner away from two pollcc- 
ment in the negro quarter of the city 
yesterday. The officers tired on the 
negroes, wounding two. The blacks 
assaulted the policemen with sticks 
and stones, and the entire police force 
was called, preventing further trouble. 
The trouble grew out of the killing of 
a notorious negro burglar by Sam 
White, Sam Jacobs and Abe Levin, 
white men. 


TRICK OFTHE BOERS 


CIRCULATION OF THE REPORT RE¬ 
GARDING LADYSMITH. 

No Cpnflrnmtlon of the Report That 
the City Coaid Hold Oat for Sev¬ 
eral Week* and It I* Feared That 
It Wa* Circulated by the Boer* 
for Their Own Purpose*—Winston 
Churchill Arrive* at Dclaqoa Bay 
and Will Soon Be Heard From— 
SlnKlc British Success Might 
Crumble Boer FliclitiiiK Line. 


London, Dec. 24.—Belated South Af¬ 
rican dispatches throw no light upon 
the present situation at the seat of 
war. There is no confirmation of the 
report that Ladysmith could hold out 
several weeks longer, and it is fenred 
that this was circulated by the Boers 
for their own purposes, it is hoped 
that Mr. Winston Churchill, having 
arrived safely at Delagoa Bay. will 
soon be heard from regarding condi¬ 
tions in tlie Transvaal, as he must 
have obtained important information. 

A Cape Town dispatch dated Sun¬ 
day. Dee. 17. reports tiiat Command¬ 
ant Diedriclts, of the Boor forces, was 
killed in a recent engagement, but no 
details are given. Advices from Naatt 
Poorr describe everything as quiet 
there and the only fresh news from 
Arundel concerns the weather, which 
is exceedingly hot. 

Lord Kitchener will Join Lord Rob¬ 
erts at Gibraltar. The earl of Errnll. 
hereditary lord high constable of Scot¬ 
land will accompany the commander- 
in-chief In special service. The earl 
of Derby is raising a corps of volun¬ 
teers in Lancashire. Mr. Victor 
Christian Cavendish, member of par¬ 
liament for West Derbyshire aud heir 
apparent of the duke of Devonshire, 
has volunteered to go to the front. 

The Cape Town correspondent of t lie 
Times, under date of Dec. 17. says: 
“The fighting line of the Boer army is 
very ihin and a single British success 
might crumble it completely. The 
real danger, however, is not the mili¬ 
tary situation, but the likelihood of a 
“Dutch rebellion, which would make 
the area of war so vast that an addi¬ 
tional 50.000 men would he easily 
swallowed up In maintaining the enor¬ 
mous length of British oommniiiea- 
tions.” 

Referring to tardy acceptance of as¬ 
sistance from local forces the corre- 
bpondent says: "Gen. Buffer undoubt¬ 
edly at the beginning displayed a cer¬ 
tain self-sufficiency and unwillingness 
to accept local advice and assistance 
which events .quickly modified." 

How the Prfncli Look i»t It. 

Paris. Dor. 24.—Till* serious reverses 
of England lias led to the impression 
here that she might yield and accept 
mediation, but the absence of despond¬ 
ency on the part of Britons generally, 
and' their apparent determination to 
fight, to a finish came as a surprise to 
most Frenchmen and evoked admira¬ 
tion for England’s coolness nnd self- 
confidence from all but the Anglo- 
phoebe organs. The Figaro lias warned 
Frenchmen ngains! the idea that 
Great Britain would accept the medi¬ 
ation of Germany. Russia or even tlie 
United States at tin 1 present stage of 
the war. 

Stonewall Jnek.un** Tactic*. 

London. Dec. 24. — The Daily News 
sees immense significance in the fact 
that Lord Roberts lias appointed on 
his staff Lieut. Col. Henderson, au¬ 
thor of the life of Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson, the Confederate lender, and 
a man who has closely studied the 
history of the American Civil war. 
especially as he lias not served under 
Lord Roberts before nnd is lint little 
known to him personally. The ap¬ 
pointment Is regarded by tlie Dnily 
News ns proving Lord Roberts’ belief 
that what is wanted in tlie war in 
South Africa is a strict appreciation of 
Jackson's principles. It also connects 
the appointment witli tlie minor that 
Gen. Joubert served under Gen. S'one- 
wall Jackson. 

STATE WILL PnOSECI TE. 

Gor. Poyntcr Orilcr* Proceed I n«« 

Aanlnsl Soldier* for KHIInu a De¬ 
serter. 

Omaha. Neb.. Dec. 24.—Gov. Poynter 
yesterday instructed the prosecuting 
attorney of Sarpy county to begin pro¬ 
ceedings against the two regulars of 
Fort Crook who were implicated in the 
shooting and killing of a deserter from 
that post several weeks ago. At the 
time of the killing (lie Sarpy county 
authorities decided that they laid bo 
Jurisdiction aud left tlie matter to the 
military authorities. Tin* men were 
arraigned on the charge of murder be¬ 
fore n court-martial and acquitted. If 
tlie civil authorities of Sarpy county 
refuse to act the governor will order 
the attorney general < f the state to be¬ 
gin criminal proceedings. 

PRIVATE SERVICES. 

Gen. Lawton's Hemuiii* Temporarily 
Placed In n Vault. 

Manila. Dec. 24.—Gen. Lawton’s re¬ 
mains were placed in the chapel at 
Paco cemetery. Private services were 
held at the residence and the body was 
carried to the cemetery by members 
of the general's staff and escorted by 
Troop I. of the Fourth cavalry. Pub¬ 
lic services will be held later. 

They Buy Artillery. 

London, Dec. 24.—An authority who 
is to be relied upon for the information 
he gives, said yesterday that the Fili¬ 
pinos had placed a large order with a 
continental firm for artillery. When 
asked where the Filipinos were getting 
the money, he said: "They have plen¬ 
ty of money to keep tilings going.” 


CHOKED TO DEATH. 

Peculiar Accident to an Elevator 
Employe at Morrl*. 

Morris, Minn., Dec. 27. — A very pe¬ 
culiar accident, resulting in death, oc¬ 
curred at. tlie elevator of S. Stewart. 
Maurice Meilicke. one of the employes, 
went up Into the elevator to oil some 
of the machinery. The odor of burn¬ 
ing cloth was distinguished and a 
search was immediately made to lo¬ 
cate the fire. Mr. Stewart found Mcl- 
licke’s body in the machinery, with his 
clothing so tightly drawn around his 
throat that he had been choked to 
death and his clothing was burning 
from the friction with the bands. It fs 
supposed that he had crawled under 
this set of bunds to adjust or off the 
machinery, and that his jacket had 
caught iu tlio hand aud thus strangled 
him. 

NEGRO RUN'S AMUCK. 

Started to Clan Out n Camp bill Wa* 
Killed. 

Hanna, Wyo.. Dec. 27.—A negro by 
tlie name of Lucius Miller, employed 
at a Union Pacific grading camp on 
tlie Haunn-Daiia cut-off. armed himself 
witli a pitchfork and. swearing lie 
would kill every mau in camp, started 
on his mission. He cracked tlie heads 
of several graders ami was having 
everything his own way when he 
went to Hie contractor's supply wagon, 
where lie met Troy Peiidleton. a while 
man. Pendleton watched his chance, 
when lie whipped out a revolver and 
ttml full in the negro’s face. Miller 
fell lo the ground mortally wounded, 
and died shortly afterward. No arrest 
was made as the shooting appeared to 
have been done iu self-defense. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH III IINED. 

Cosily Edifice ul Adrian Destroyed 
by Fire. 

Ailrinu. Minn.. Dee. 27.—File was dis¬ 
covered in the Catholic elinroli. which 
caused a complete loss. Tlie parochial 
school aud tlie now parsonage were 
saved. The church was built In 1X84 
and 1SX5. and was brick veneered, with 
a steeple 111) feet high Tlie church »v: 
conceded lo lie the best in the state 
outside the cities. It cost, originally. 
$10,000. lmt Improvements amounting 
to nearly us much more lmd been 
added tlie past two years. It was tlie 
pride of tlie town. Tlie fire started 
from I he furnace in the basement. The 
insurance was $10,000. No time will 
lie lost iu formulating plans for re¬ 
building.

No 
St. Paulites will share in the disap¬ 
pointment. however, as tlie packages 
burned were what is known as '‘trans¬ 
fer freight” for other points. General 
Manager Olds esiimujes the com¬ 
pany's loss at $1,200. The properly 
was Insured. The building was dam¬ 
aged to tlie extent of $500.

Aberdeen, S. I>., Dec. 27.—Durin a' 
high northwest wind a prairie lire was 
started east of Eureka aud swept over 
the country, causing great destruction 
of hay and grass on ranges. No re¬ 
ports from the burned district have 
been received, hut many farmers must 
have been entirely burned out. The 
fire was tin* most extensive for years, 
embracing a tract several miles long 
and five miles wide. ’Great anxiety is 
felt for tlie safety of people iu tlie path 
of the lire as the wind was blowing a 
gale.

MAY PROLONG WAR 


GLANDERS BREAKS OUT IN BOER 
AND BRITISH CAMPS. 

Dinenne la Likely to Spread Mach 
More Rapidly Among British 
Horses Than Anions Hardened 
Doer Ponies—Doer Position at 
Frerc Being Strcnirtlieiied—Bullet 
Seems More Anxious to Keep the 
Enemy at Bay Than to Advance— 
Dutch Disaffection I.* AmmimiiIiik: 
Serious Proportions. 


London, Dec. 27. — Up to this hour 
nothing lias arrived from South Africa 
that wotfld indicate any change in tlie 
military situation there. The war of¬ 
fice is issuing lists of further deaths 
and wounded, as well as accounts of 
sickness. Tlie most serious report of 
the last class is that horse sickness litis 
broken out. in both British trad Boer 
camps in Natal. Four bund ml British 
cavalry horses, it is said, have already 
been shot owing to the occurrence of 
glanders. The disease is likely to 
spread with much greater rapidity 
among the British horses than among 
the hardened Boer potties, ami this 
may mean a considerable prolongation 
of the campaign. 

A dispatch from ('hieveley. dated 
Tuesday, Dec. IP. says: "The British 
naval guns have destroyed the Colcnso 
foot bridge, thus preventing the Boers 
holding any position south of tin- Ttt- 
gelti river. The enemy are takii’j; 
fresh positions on the eastern side near 
tiie Boer camp. Tlie Boor position at 
Frerc is being strengthened. The Tn- 
gela river is rising and there is a pros¬ 
pect of heavy rains. A two-hour bom¬ 
bardment of Ladysmith lias been heard 
front here. According to reliable native 
reports the Boers had 200 killed in the 
light at Colenso.” 

The news that the Colenso foul Bridge 
had been destroyed seems to show that 
Gen. Buffer is more uuvious to keep the 
enemy at bay than to attempt a further 
advance. Despite the severity of the 
situation here, hints are I icing contin¬ 
ually received of the serious spread of 
Dutch disaffection in both tlie Queens¬ 
town district of Cape Colony mid Na¬ 
tal. A correspondent yf the Daily Mail 
at Pietermaritzburg says: "Tlie ex¬ 
tent of Dutch disaffection should make 
the imperial authorities realize the 
magnitude of the task before them." 

There arc unconfirmed reports front 
Capo Town that Gen. Sir Charles War¬ 
ren. commanding the Fifth division, 
has returned there. Tlie Times makes 
tile following announcement: "We aft* 
informed that the government lias de¬ 
cided that it is not desirable to niakff 
further demands upon the European 
garrison in India unless tinforseeii dif¬ 
ficulties arise.” 

An undated heiliograpiiic message 
from Ladysmith, by way of Pietermar¬ 
itzburg represents the garrison as iu 
no way daunted by Gen. Buffer's re¬ 
verse as Colenso and as confident of 
being able to hold out indefinitely. 

The action of tlie United States gov¬ 
ernment causes considerable discussion 
regarding the contraband question as 
affecting Delagoa Bay a ml Portugal.

The ‘Mograp'h is doing good service 
to science. A hospital in New York 
is adapting a machine to record mi¬ 
nutely the actions of persons in epi¬ 
leptic fits and similar affections. Mov¬ 
ing pictures have been taken showing 
the walking movements In persons af¬ 
flicted with locomotor ataxia. When 
these films are reproduced «m the 
screen doctors can study the symp¬ 
toms carefully In the laboratory. The 
movements of all kinds of microbes 
are also being photographed, as well 
as the action of healthy and diseased 
corpuaelea. When these pictures are 
magnified and thrown on the screen 
the Improvement or decline in the 
condition of the patient can be told. 
One of the most interesting uses of 
the blograph is . photograph and 
show minutely the growth and flower¬ 
ing of plants from the time of plant¬ 
ing until In fall bloom. A picture is 
" taken every half-hour continually for 
. about thirty days and nights. In or- 
! der to secure a uniform light for every 
vlerw a powerful electric light is em¬ 
ployed. Sometimes 1,000 pictures will 
he made of one subject. Should the 
subject be a lily the pictures at one 
stage will ehow the opening of the 
\ illy, while at another stage its fading 
away is seen. By quickening the time 
of the pictures on the screen the plant 
la actually seen to be growing. 

Another cherished theme of the col¬ 
lege orator and essay writer—the swift 
extinction of the American Indian— 
receives a shock when studied in the 
light of statistics, the flgures in the 
ease from the recent annual report 
of the secretary of the interior. Ac¬ 
cording to that document there are 
now 267.417 Indians In the United 
States, waile the census of 1890 showed 
a total aboriginal population of 249,-

FORTY LIVES LOST 

MANY HIKERS CAUGHT IN AN EX¬ 
PLOSION. . . 

DDnater Wai Caused by Worknlf* 
Carrying Open Lanterns — Pres¬ 
ence of Gas In Quantities in Ik* 
Mine Was Well Known — Heart¬ 
rending Scenes Witnessed at tbe 
Month of tbe Shaft—A Pit Boss 
Admits That Naked nnd Unlocked 
Safety Lamps Were Used In the 


Brownsville, Pa., Dec. 27. — An ex¬ 
plosion occurred at the Brnzonell coal 
works, four miles from here Snturilay. 
The number of the dead is estimated 
at forty, aud may pass that figure. 

At the same time there Is a strong pre¬ 
sumption that the laws regulating- 
mining were carelessly and probably 
criminally disregarded. 

Tlie force of the explosion was so 
great that the tipple at the head of the - 
shaft was blown over. As soon ns it 
was learned that an explosion had oc¬ 
curred the relatives of tlie entombed 
miners crowded around the mouth of 
the drift. The scenes were heart rend¬ 
ing. Wives were crying in despair and 
children were weeping for their 
fnthers. The managers of tlie mines 
have the pay rolls, but it has been im¬ 
possible for them to discover all tlie 
survivors. 

The explosion is tlie worst since the 
Hill mine disaster at Dunbar. The ex¬ 
plosion was terrific aud was heard 
plainly three miles distant. The main 
shaft was totally wrecked and ren¬ 
dered helpless. From statements ob¬ 
tained it seems clear that the pres¬ 
ence of gas in quantities in the mine 
was perfectly well known and that 
naked lights were used for several 
days before the explosion. According 
to credible authority not a single safety 
lamp was used in the mine by the 
working crews since last Tuesday 
morning, four days before the explo¬ 
sion. 

The mine officials admit that two or 
more bodies are still in tlie mine, but 
reports of the Slavonic society, who 
have made a house-to-house canvass, 
say that eight of their number alone 
are iu tlie wreck, nnd how many others 
they do not know. That naked lights 
nnd unlocked safety lamps were used 
in a dangerous mine was officially con¬ 
firmed by Pit Boss Thomas Jones, who 
made a statement which forms the 
most sensational chapter on tlie man¬ 
agement of a mine which has yet de¬ 
veloped. Mr. Jones was nskeil if it 
was true that he last Tuesday morning 
issued a general onler that the miners'' 
could dispense with safety lamps. 

“Yes, sir.” was the reply. 

“Why did you issue the order?’’ 

“I considered that the mine was safe 
as tlie ‘break through’ had been fixed 
up.” 

THE MAINE'S DEAD. 

Texas Arrives With the Bottles— 
Burial at Arlington. 

Newport News, Vn., Dec. 27. — The 
battleship Texas, in command of Capt. 
Sigsbee, arrived here shortly before t 
noon yesterday with tlie remains of the 
men who lost their lives by tlie de- ( 
struction of the battleship Maine in 
Havana lrnrbor. The lioiiios will be 
taken to Washington for interment in I 
Arlington cemetery Thursday. The 
Rev. Father Cbidwick. who was chap¬ 
lain of the Maine, is in charge of the 
temains of the dend heroes and will ac¬ 
company them to Washington. Not 
more than a score of the bodies ou the 
Texas were Identified. The names of 
these are Inscribed on tlie coffins which 
inclose their mortal remains. There 
were no ceremonies here in honor of 
the arrival of the Maine’s dead, but 
Impressive exercises will take place 
to-day when tlie bodies are transferred 
from the ship to the train.

Washington. Dee. 27.—The remains 
of the dead of tlie battleship Maine 
will arrive here to-day and be interred 
at Arlington cemetery to-morrow at 11 
o’clock in the presence of President 
McKinley, most of the' members of his 
cabinet aud a large contingent of army 
and navy officers. Tlie funeral rites 
over the dead will be performed by 
Chaplain Chidwick, who was attached 
to the battleship when she was blown 
up In Havana bay. , 

TWENTY-ONE DROWNED. 

A British Freighter Wrecked Oil the 
North Carolina Const. 

Hntteras, N. C., Dee. 27. — Tlie Brit¬ 
ish steamship Ariosto, from Galveston 
to Norfolk for coni, thence to Ham¬ 
burg, loaded with cotton, corn, wheat 
and meal, stranded on Oeracoke beach. 

The steamship carried a crew of thirty 
men. Twenty-one abandoned the ves¬ 
sel and took to the boats soon after 
she stranded anil were drowned. Capt 
Barnes and the remaining eight men 
were taken from tlie ship by the life¬ 
saving crew. The Ariosto wns owned 
iu London.

llow Mark Twain Fill* a Pipe. 

Mark Twain smokes 3,000 cigars a 
year, but cigars merely represent his 
dessert In the way of smoking.

HOW TO WOO SLEEP. ^ V 

Rotes by Which Vletlme of Insomnia 
May Find Relief. 

The immediate cause of insomnia is 
abnormal activity of the brain, which 
draws an undue amount of blood to 
that organ. Cold feet -usually accom¬ 
pany a heated brain. To re-establish 
normal conditions the tension must., 
be removed and the blood drawn from 
the brain to the extremities, thus ^ 
equalizing circulation. A scientist who 
studies brain fag recommends gym¬ 
nastic exercise to precede repose. Tbs 
following exercises, each repeated sev¬ 
eral times, are recommended: Stand¬ 
ing normally, inhale slowly. Vigor¬ 
ously stretch the arms out horizon*' 
tally from the shoulders, energizing 
them to the finger tips. At the same 
time rise on the balls of the feet. After 
remaining motionless for a few mo¬ 
ments, slowly relax the arms, return 
to the normal poise and exhale. 
Stretch the arms In front of the body 
and repeat the exercise; also stretch 
them ’ directly upward and repeat. 
Unite the three movements of the 
arms, raising them horizontally, for¬ 
ward and upward, rising on the balls 
of the feet, inhaling and exhaling as 
before. Next stand with the weight on 
one foot. Extend the other a long step 
diagonally forward, touching the toe 
to the ground. Partially transfer the 
weight to the forward foot, at the same 
time bend the knee as much as possi¬ 
ble and raise the heel high from the 
ground, keeping the whole of the back 
foot on the ground until this position 
of the bent knee and the raised heel 
of the forward leg Is firmly taken. 
Then gradually pull all but the toe of 
the back foot from the ground, while 
pressing down forcibly, as If overcom¬ 
ing a strong resistance, with the for- 
ward leg. The forward knee straight¬ 
ens, the whole foot comes to the 
ground and .the weight Is transferred 
to the forward leg during the move¬ 
ment. Slowly transfer the weight to 
the back leg. forcibly pushing that 
foot to the ground as the heel ot the 
forward foot rises. If sufficient force 
is exerted In pressing the feet , to the 
ground, after five minutes’ practice 
they will glow and tingle. That the 
extremities be warm is a necessary 
condition for slumber. Lying In an 
easy position, first realize that you are 
now safe In bed. free from care and 
ready for refreshing sleep. Then slow¬ 
ly raise the arms as high as possible, 
the hands relaxed. More slowly still 
lower the arms, letting the fingers 
touch the covering first, then the hand, 
the forearm, and last the nerve force 
is released from the shoulder and the 
whole arm Is at rest. Accompany the 
exercise with deep, slow respiration. 
Repeat this several times, more slowly 
each time. The exercises sound 
lengthy'and tedious. They prove to be 
neither when tried. Many people are 
troubled with wakefulness in the night 
after a short sleep. It requires deter¬ 
mination lo rise and take exercise, al¬ 
though that is the only way In which 
some persons can obtain relief.—Lon¬

We had a special 
table and were waited upon^ with the 
never-failing amiability by a special 
waitress, and we paid for one party of 
four $10.60 per week for our meals. 
What did we get to eat? Not canned 
peas or skimmed milk or tough chick¬ 
en. For breakfast we had meat, eggs, 
tea, coffee, delicious fish and fancy 
breads. For dinner, soup, fish, meat 
and a dessert, the whole preceded by 
the Swedish smorgasbord, which Is a 
sort of side table where all sorts of 
relishes are laid out. Rarebits, eggs, 
sandwiches, raw or pickled herrings, 
with chopped onions, sliced sausages, 
caviare, anchovies, cheese, sardines, 
pickles and salted and savory meats 
are served in endless variety, and, 
though tourists usually fight shy of the 
smorgasbord, we became perfect 
Swedes as far as it was concerned. We 
had such a good time in Lysekil and 
saved so much of our precious pelf 
that we were able at the end of our 
stay to take a trip to Paris for a few 
days’ shopping, a dinner at the Am- 
bassedeur’s, and a peep at the budding 
revolution."

W Lifted Across the Mountains, 

It Is a remarkable fact that water 
'which flows naturally Into the gulf of 
California and thence Into the Pacific 
ocean has been virtually lifted across 
the backbone of the Rocky mountains 
and now, after being used for irriga¬ 
tion,finds its way to the gulf of Mexi¬ 
co. A number of small streams on 
the other side of Long's peak, which 
flow into Grand lake and thence Into 
the Colorado river, have been diverted 
by a ditch that finds Its way through a 
pass 10,000 feet high into the head¬ 
waters of the Poudre. Some 400 cubic 
feet per second have thus been di¬ 
verted from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
slope, where the water Is used for irri¬ 
gating additional farms in Larimer 
county. It is not strictly correct to 
say that this water has been lifted 
across the range, but a feat of sinuous 
engineering has diverted It.

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One of the leading New York mer¬ 
chants recently made a window dis¬ 
play of artificial flowers which caused 
much pleased feminine comment. At 
the same time women wondered how 
they were to be used. Certainly not as 
hat trimmings. Milliners are putting 
posies on bonnets gingerly. What 
then? The exhibition was made to 
give us suggestion for decorating our 
winter evening gowns. Lovely laces, 
shimmering satins, sparkling sequins, 
billows of tulle and chiffon are insuffi¬ 
cient for such full dress toilettes as 
fashion requires this season. And nat¬ 
ural blossoms cannot be depended upon 
to keep their life and charm in the 
heated atmosphere of a reception or 
ballroom. So the best possible imita¬ 
tions of the real flowers are sanctioned 
again, to add the soupcon. bouquet, 
wreath or garland of desired color. 
Velvet Is the material frequently used 
for blossoms and leaves. Perhaps one- 
shade or another of purple oftenest is 
repeated in the blooms, which appear 
„ in familiar forms of pansy, violet, heli¬ 
otrope; not so frequently in the morn¬ 
ing glory and petunia. And for nov¬ 
elties there are plenty of lavender- 
purple orchids, trumpet and passion 
flowers, besides tulips. After these

And She Presented t String of Head* to 
tbo Trooper. 

Kansas City Journal; Men who wear 
necklaces are not common, consequent¬ 
ly J. W. Echols, a trooper of the Ninth 
cavalry, stationed at Ft. Apache.Ariz., 
attracted a great deal of attention at 
the union depot yesterday. EcholB 
Is on the way to his home In Boston, 
after three years In the service of Un¬ 
cle Sam. He was honorably dis¬ 
charged a few days ago. A little ro¬ 
mance lingers upon the string of 
beads, which lay tightly against the 
tali trooper's neck in five or six coils.

We had our 
horses picketed just outside the village 
and when we went after them the 
squaws followed us. The Moquls are 
notoriously ugly, and whenever we 
saw a squaw who was even paaaably 
f.H>d looking we became quite atten¬ 
tive to her.

aluminum powder and the whole 
plunged in sand in a wooden box.

Indeed the 
temperature obtained under these 
conditions may, It Is asserted, be high¬ 
er than that realized In the electric 
furnace.

Total for Tan Months •880,684,871— 
Trade Possibilities Awaiting Tropical 
Territories Supplying Our Market— 
-—Sand Little to Them. 8 


The commercial possibilities which 
await the tropical island territories 
which have come into closer relation¬ 
ship with the United States during the 
past year in supplying a permanent 
and growing market in this country 
are suggested by a compilation made 
by the treasury bureau on statistics of 
the importation of tropical and sub¬ 
tropical products into the United 
States during ten months of the pres¬ 
ent year, compared with that of the 
corresponding months of the preced¬ 
ing year. This importation amounts 
to the surprisingly large sum of >280,- 
624,871, during the 300 days In ques¬ 
tion. or an average of over >1,000,000 
for each business day of the year, 
showing that for the full year the total 
will reach more than >300,000,000. For 
the same period in the preceding year 
the total was >216,888.455. The com¬ 
pilation Includes raw silk, tea and rice, 
and the small proportion of our sugar 
Importations, which Is manufactured 
from beets; but even if these be omit¬ 
ted, the total which would be clearly 
entitled to be classed as tropical prod¬ 
ucts would exceed >250,000,000 annual¬ 
ly. Sugar, coffee, Indian rubber, fibers, 
tropical fruits and nuts, cocoa, tobac¬ 
co of the finer grades, spices, gums, 
indigo, dyewoods and cabinet woods 
form the important features of this 
large importation, and all of them 
articles for which the United States 
is absolutely dependent, with the pos¬ 
sible exception of sugar, upon other 
parts of the world, and for the present 
at least for the large proportion of our 
sugar. Of our sugar Importations in 
the ten months just ended, Cuba has 
furnished 683,000,000 pounds, other 
West Indies 514.000,000 pounds, the 
Hawaiian islands 534,000,000 pounds, 
the Philippine Islands 50,000,000 
pounds, while the East Indies have In 
the present year furnished a larger 
share of our sugar Importations than 
any other single part of the world, 
the total number of pounds from the 
East Indies alone being for the ten 
months ending with October, 1,078,- 
907,548 out of a total of 3,767,756,981 
pounds. Coffee, of which out impor¬ 
tations are growing constantly and 
rapidly, amounting to about 850,000,000 
pounds annually, as against an aver¬ 
age of about 550,000,000 pounds in the 
earlier years of the decade, Is success¬ 
fully grown in all of the islands In 
question, and, at one time, was a very 
important crop in Cuba, as well as at 
present in Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippines. Fiber, of which the im¬ 
portations in the present year will, 
amount to >20,000,000 in value, can. 
readily be grown in ail of the islands.

The Million of La neons*' 

It is the mission of language and 
literature in education to bring young 
individual life into accord with the 
molds of historical life, says President 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler in the Atlantic. 
Mind is expanded in the molds of 
mind; not in the lifeless geometric 
cells of logic and reasoning, but In the 
life cells shapen to contain the prod¬ 
ucts of the soul—the whole, the living 
soul. The practically logical mind Is 
a healthy, well-nourishing mind— 
nothing more or less. Such mind Is 
produced by feeding It during the 
years of development upon healthy 
normal food, not upon the embalmed 
food of the logicians or the chemists. 
The Chinese mandarins trained upon 
language and innocent of pure logic 
are said to be the keenest practical 
logicians in the world. The forms of 
reasoning, indeed, to which a child 
Is stimulated In catching the meanings 
of sentences of the mother speech, or 
which a boy uses in making, out the 
meaning of a sentence in his Caesar 
from the imperfect data of words and 
syntax, are the forms of contingent 
reasoning which are almost exclusive¬ 
ly employed In the decisions and Judgr 
ments of actual life. Men who pretend 
1 to regulate their lives according to 
I well-constructed syllogisms—and it 
must be pretense or self-deception, to* 
there are no such syllogisms. In line— 
are generally regarded as impossible 
men. They are what are politely 
known as cranks.

Giovanni Segantlnl, the celebrated 
landscape painter, whose death was re¬ 
cently announced, was engaged on a 
panorama of the Alps, a colossal 
work, for the Paris exhibition. His 
early life was singularly romantic. He 
was born In 1858 at Areo, In the Tyrol, 
on a slope of the Alps overlooking 
Italy. His mother died: when Giovanni 
was five years old, and Us father hand¬ 
ed him over to the charge of a sister 
at Milan. He ran away when he was 
seven years of age and set out on a 
long tramp to Paris. One evening he 
was found exhausted by fatigue and 
hunger, and was taken compassion on 
by some farm people, and set out to 
look after the pigs.

TERRIBLE DISASTER AT AMALf), 
ON THE GULF OF SALERNO. 

Am Raormoaa Rook ou Which Stood 
the Cupucclnn Hotel Slid Bodily 
Into the Sea, Carrying With It 
the Hotel, a Monastery, the Hotel 
Santa Calcrlna and Several Vil¬ 
las-Many People Burled In the 
Debris, Which Crushed Four Ves¬ 
sels to the Bottom ot the Sea. 


Home. Dec. 24. — A terrible disaster 
took place at Amalfi, the popular 
tourist resort ou the Gulf of Salerno. 
About 2 o'clock an enormous rock, 
upon which stood the Capuccini hotel, 
slid bodily into the sea with a deafen¬ 
ing roar and without a moment's 
warning, carrying with it the hotel, 
the old Capuchin monastery below, 
the Hotel Santa Caleritia and several 
villas. 

Many people were buried in the 
debris, which crushed four vessels to 
the bottom of the sen. destroying their 
crews. The mass of earth which 
slipped was about 50,000 cubic yards. 

The population is in a state of ter¬ 
ror. fearing fresli calamities. Troops 
have arrived upon the scene aud be¬ 
gun rescue work: It is Indleved that 
the loss of life is heavy, iucliuling a 
number of monks nnd the occupants 
of the hotel. As yet it is impossible to 

• ascertain the exact number. 

Amalfi is a small bur lively town of 
7.000 inhabitants situated at the en¬ 
trance of a deep ravine, surrounded by 
imposing mountains and rocks of the 
most picturesque forms. The Capu¬ 
chin monastery was founded in 1212 
by Cardinal Pietro Cnpuclno for the 
Sisterians. but came into possession of 
the Capuchins in 1383. The building, 
which.stood in the hollow of the great 
rock that rose abruptly from the sea 
to a height of 258 feet, contained line 
cloisters.'

FORTY CHILDREN DROWNED. 

Broke Through llie Ice on the River 
Ly». 

Brussels. Dee. 24.—T'pward of forty 
school children were drowned yester¬ 
day in an ice accident at Freliugham, 
near the French frontles. The chil¬ 
dren of the district, had been given a 
holiday with permission to play on the 
frozen river Lys. When the merri¬ 
ment was at full height the ice broke 
suddenly nnd the children disappeared. 
A few were rescued half-dead, but tin* 
majority were drowned. Thirty-six 
bodies have been recovered, but others 
fire still missing. The catastrophe 
carried consternntion throughout the 
town, where nearly every family suf¬ 
fered loss. 

THE LAWTON FIND.

Dec. 24.—The commit¬ 
tee engaged in raising u fund for the 
relief of the widow nnd four young 
children of the late MaJ. Gen. Lawton 
are gratified with the generous re¬ 
sponse to their appeal, aud now sug¬ 
gest through the press that ail those 
feeling able and so disposed, make a 
Christmas offering to promote the 
work in hand. It Is proposed io cable 
Mrs. Lawton on Monday the result as 
evidence of the appreciation of her 
husband's splendid services and the 
’ aympnthy nnd regard in which she is 
held by here countrymen. 

WON’T LEAVE PRISON. 

Obstinate Convict Giving Trouble to 
the Warden at San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Dec. 24.—Two years 
ago J. Dingllouno was sentenced by 
the federal court to serve a two-years’ 
Sentence in the Folsom iieuitentlary 
and pay a fine of $2 for having coun¬ 
terfeit tools in his possession. His 
term expired on Nov. 25. hut he re¬ 
fused to pay the Hue aud declines to 
take the pauper's oath, saying he is 
content to remain a guest of the state. 
The warden of the prison has asked 
for legal advice as to how he shall pro¬ 
ceed to eject the convict.

Government Will Try to Make Sail* 
on Out of Farmers. 

New York, Dec. 23 —The converted 
cruiser Dixie arrived from Philadel¬ 
phia yesterday, having on board 800 
lar.dstnen from the Mississippi valley, 
who are to be converted into sailors. 
Commander J. H. Hawley, of the 
Hartford, which now is at San Fran¬ 
cisco, Is recruiting farmers from the 
Pacific slope and inland and will bring 
them to this port. He is expected 
here in April. Botli ships, with the 
recruits aboard will circumnavigate 
the globe, showing them the sights 
while teaching them how to follow the 
sea and manage Uncle Sam's navy. 
Since the restoration of peace it has 
been difficult to get snilors to enlist in 
the navy. It is thought that the pres¬ 
ent plau will provide all the men re¬ 
quired. nnd also that a better class 
i will be obtained for the crews of tbe 
new battleships Kearsarge, Kentucky, 
Alabama. New Jersey and other ships 
which will be placed in commission in 
the spring. The Dixie will remain in 
dry dock until after Christmas, when 
she will go to Norfolk, thence to the 
West Indies and later to Europe, prob¬ 
ably to France, first of all. As no oth¬ 
er government lias tried to make sail¬ 
ors out of farmers, the experiment will 
lie watched with interest by naval of¬ 
ficers all over the world. 


KILLED BY' A WOMAN. 

ClrUuiiiHlnucen Seem to Justify tbe 
Shooting. 

Natick. Mass.. Dee. 23.—Lewis Perry, 
aged thirty-three, a Spanish war vet¬ 
eran. was shot and killed yesterday by 
Miss Lizzie Morse at her home in West 
Natick. Four shots were fired, two of 
them taking effect, oue in the heart. 
Miss Morse, wlio was placed under ar¬ 
rest. says that the circumstances justi¬ 
fied her in shooting Perry. The Morse 
family is oue of the wealthiest aud 
best known in town. Miss Morse and 
members of her family claim that 
Perry and Arnold Slappen. on bicycles, 
rode up to the Morse house, demanded 
admittance, without stating their busi¬ 
ness. and, upon being refused, smashed 
several windows. Miss Morse went to 
file bureau drawer and loaded a 22- 
caliber revolver. Site claimed the men 
went around to the front of the house, 
where Perry finished smashing the 
glass in the windows and climbed in 
in spite of her remonstrances. After 
gaining an entrance be grabbed Miss 
Electa Morse and wrenched from her 
a croquet mallet with which she tried 
to protect herself. Lizzie rushed to her 
sister's assistance, informed Perry 
that she would shoot him if he did not 
leave the house. He gave her a ter¬ 
rific blow with the mallet and felled 
her to the floor. She managed to get 
up again aud told Perry to get out of 
the house, when he dared her to shoot. 
She then fired four shots at Perry, who 
managed to climb out of the window 
and fell dead. 

STEAMERS damaged. 

Fire Among the Shipping nt New 
York. 

New York, Dee. 23.—Fire among the 
shipping iu North river at the foot of 
Thirty-fourth street yesterday serious¬ 
ly damaged the excursion steamers 
Harvest Queen and Andrew M. 
Church, three caual boats nnd a tug. 
The excursion bouts were filled wltli 
bales of straw and hml been n refuge 
for tramps, one of whom, it is believed, 
set fin* to the straw. The boats were 
sunk. In the hulk of ill? Harvest 
Queen was found a human body, 
burned beyond recognition, but thought 
to be that of Robert Tieruan, a home¬ 
less man. Several persons also say 
they saw a man jump from the burn¬ 
ing lighter W. E. Stillman into the riv¬ 
er when the blaze was at its height. 
Nothing was seen of him ufterwnrd. 
The financial loss was about $25,000. 

SYMPATHY FOH ROERS. 

New Yorkers Will Give Expression 
at a Great Mass Merlins. 

New York. Dec. 23.—American sym¬ 
pathizers with the Boers will hold a 
great mass meeting in this city within 
the next few weeks. This was definite¬ 
ly determined upon at a conference of 
well known New Y'orkers. Under the 
chairmanship of Former Judge Van 
Hoeson. it wus decided that the best 
way to show the sentiment of the peo¬ 
ple is through a great mass meeting 
to be bold as soon as possible after tbe 
holidays, either in Madison Square 
Garden or Cooper Union. The confer¬ 
ence' ngrred upon a permanent organ¬ 
ization to raise a fund for the Boers, 
their wounded soldiers ami orphaned 
children. 

. OCEANIC ALL RIGHT. 

Arrives at Liverpool Only Sixteen 

Honrs Behind Her Best Record. 

Liverpool, Dec. 23.—The White Star 
liner Oceanic, from New York Dec. 13. 
arrived here at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning. The Oceanic, which was re¬ 
ported overdue, was only sixteen hours 
behind her best record. The anxiety 
for her is said by a representative of 
the line to have been caused by the 
fact that she did not stop nt. Queens¬ 
town ns usual. The failure to stop 
was due to the prevalence of a dense 
fog when Daunt's rock was reached. 

ITHEI'.T CAR DYNAMITED. 

Strlkrrr Disclaim Responsibility for 
the Act. 

Springfield. III., Dec, 23. — For the 
third lime since the strike was de¬ 
clared against the Springfield Consoli¬ 
dated railway Nov. 10 a street ear 
was d.vnninited at 11:30 o'clock last 
night. The car was blown off the 
track and completely wrecked. No 
passengers were aboard aud neither 
the motorman or conductor were in¬ 
jured. The strikers disclaim any re¬ 
sponsibility for the act. The explosion 
occurred in the heart of the city and 
caused greut excitement. 

Accident or Suicide. 

New York. Dec. 23.—Winslow Robin¬ 
son, a wealthy resident of Stnpleton. 
Staten Island, died at his home there 
last night from a pistol shot wound 
inflicted an hour before. The police 
have reported the case as one of sui¬ 
cide. The family claim It was acci¬ 
dental shooting. Mr. Robinson bad 
been in poor health for a long time.

B.' M. Young or Gen. Lloyd Wheaton. 
These oflieers have the rank of briga¬ 
dier general of volunteers ami each 
has distinguished himself iu active 
military service In the Philippine is¬ 
lands. It is also understood that Brig. 
Gen. A. R. Chr.ffee, who has been 
chief of staff to Gen. Brooke, com¬ 
manding the division of Cuba, is like¬ 
ly to he relieved of duty lu that di¬ 
vision In a short lime and given an 
Important command with the army In 
the Philippines.

One white man, 
Oscar Ford, was mortally wounded 
and two others were more or less seri¬ 
ously Injured.

Sydney, N. S. W., Dec. 23.—The as¬ 
sembly has passed a bill authorizing 
ttie issue of treasury bills to tbe 
aicount of £4,006000. 


MINNESOTA RANKS. 

Public Examiner's Report Shows | 
Prosperous Condition. 

St. Paul, Deo. 24. — The state bantb 
of Minnesota have Increased tbelr de¬ 
posits 50 per cent In the Inst eighteen 
months nnd their loans and discounts 
more than 25 per cent in the same 
time. In the last half year they have 
accumulated profits averaging nearly 
5 per cent on their capital stock. The 
figures appear In a statement tabu¬ 
lated by Public Examiner Pope of the 
call of Dec. 2. compared with the calls 
for July 14, '98, nnd June 20, ’09, as 
falling nearest to the end of the state's 
fiscal year, and for the call of April 5 
last spring. The number of state 
banks In this period has grown from 
140 to 178. Generally the figures give 
Indication of more active business.. 

LEFT THE HIDES AT HOME. 

Prominent Cattle Man Arrested (or 
Ncalcct of Law. 

Dead wood, S. D., Dee. 24—A promi¬ 
nent cattleman named C. C. Ripley, 
who resides across the line in Wyom¬ 
ing, was bound over to the grand Jury 
in tlie sum of $100. He bud brought 
a load of dressed beef to town to sell, 
nnd the stock inspector here caused 
his arrest for the reason that he did 
not bring aloug tlie bides of the ani¬ 
mals slaughtered, which is a require- 
ment of the law of this state. The law 
of Wyoming requires that the hides of 
cattle shall be hung up for twenty- 
days so that they may lie examined by 
the stock inspectors.

FORMALLY INSTALLED IN Tflfi 
GOVERNOR GENERAL’S OFFICE* 

Resignation of Member* of the Ad¬ 
visory Cabinet Accepted—Their 
Retirement Meet* With Pablle 
Approval a* They Had Made 
Themselves Obnoxious' to the Ma¬ 
jority of Caban*—Gea. Wo*d Ha* 
Captivated Everyone — Pleased 
With the Rulet, Determined Way 
He Take* Hold of Thlag*.

Havana, Dec. 23—Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood formally took charge of the gov¬ 
ernor general’s office at 9 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning. His first act was to 
accept the resignation of the members 
of the advisory cabinet of Gen. 
Brooke. These officers, after consid¬ 
ering the question over night, had de¬ 
cided to insist on retiring. Their de¬ 
cision meets with public approval. Al¬ 
most without exception they had ren¬ 
dered themselves obnoxious to the ma¬ 
jority of Cubans. One prominent Cu¬ 
ban said: 

“The chief act of the advisors of Gen. 
Brooke, if they wish to rehabilitate 
themselves with their countrymen, is 
to resign and thus cause forgetful¬ 
ness.” 

The Lucha, contrasting Geu.Brooke's 
with Gen. Wood's advent, says: 

“Gen. Brooke's proclamation was un¬ 
fortunate ns it contained errors. Gen. 
Wood, 'although promising nothing, 
speaks volumes by his quite deter¬ 
mined manner of taking charge of af¬ 
fairs. He has captivated everyone." 

Gen. Chnffe is receiving numerous 
congratulations upon his appointment 
to he a brigadier general iu ihe regu¬ 
lar army. It is believed here that the 
post of chief of staff will be abolished 
and that Gen. Chaffee will succeed 
Geu. Wilson as the governor ot Mntan- 
zas-Snnta Clara, or will remain iu Hn- 
vnna-Flnnr del Rio, Gen. Ludlow suc¬ 
ceeding Gen. Wilson. It is also be¬ 
lieved that uo governor will be ap¬ 
pointed for Santiago province, but Hint 
an experiment In civil government on 
a much broader scale than ever will be 
Initialed there under Gen. Wood’s 
supervision from Havana. 

Gen. Wood visited the prison nnd 
penitentiaries and seemed much 
pleased, although he would not com¬ 
ment on his observations. He was ac¬ 
companied by Gen. Chaffee niul Gen. 
Ludlow. 

There have been no fresh develop¬ 
ments in the case of the arrest of the 
ten customs appraisers and the whole 
matter is being thoroughly investi¬ 
gated.
